The question of "better terms' 
| British Columbia is expected to be 
I debated In the provincial legislature 
tomorrow afternoon. A full statement 
of the government's position In respect 
to this matter, together with a reso- 
lution, was handed to the King's 
printer yesterday In conformity with 
tho rules that a certain specified no- 
tice be given everything It is proposed 
to bring before tho house. The pre- 

S_ amble Is simply a history of the ef- 
forts made by tho representatives of 
the province in the past to obtain spe- 
- cial consideration from tho federal 
authorities. The appended resolution 
concludes in these words, "that 
humble address be presented to his 
honor the lieutenant governor request 
ing that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to his excellency the gover 
nor general in council for consider; 
atlon and that a further copy thereof, 
accompanied by what documentary ev- 
idence his honor tho lieutenant gov- 
ernor in council may deem expedient 
bo transmitted to his excellency, tho 
governor general, with the request that 
it be transmitted through the proper 
channel to the right honorable, the sec- 
rotary of state for the colonics." 

The complete statoment and the 
aforementioned resolution follow: 

Whereas, by letter dated tho 10th 
day of September, 1906, the Right Hon. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler, G. C. M. G., invited 
the Honorable Richard McBride, prem- 
ier of British Columbia, to attend a 
conference with the Dominion govern- 
ment to discuss the financial subsidies 
to the provinces, which said invitation 
was accepted by the said Honorable 
Richard McBride: 

And whereas, the said conferenco 
was held at Ottawa, from October to 
13th, inclusive, being attended by said 
Jlonorablo Richard McBrido, as prem- 
»r, on behalf of the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia: 

And whereas, by a resolution of tho 
said conference, passed on October 10, 
1 HOG, It .vaB resolved "That tho sub- 
! Ject matter of tho resolutions adopted 
by the conference of the representa- 
tives of tho several provinces, held at 
Quebec, in December, 10ii2, and which 
were shortly thereafter presented to 
the government of the Dominion and 
which were ratified by the legislatures 
of the then existing provinces, except 
that of British Columbia, be now 
pressed upon the government of tho 
Dominion for Immediate and favorable) 
action, under reserve of the right of 
any province to now submit to such 
government, memoranda, in writing, 
concerning any claims It may have to 
larger sums than those set out in the 
said resolutions, or to additional con-! 
sideration or recognition." 

And whereas, In pursuance of the 
said resolution, tho said Honorable! 
Richard McBride submitted such 
memoranda to the 

Dominion, setting forth tho claims of 
British Columbia to special recog- 
nition: 

And whereas, In order to obtain a 
Just and impartial Investigation of 
such claims for special recognition, It 
was In the salt! memoranda suggested] 
that "The government of British Co- 
lumbia, in view of all the considera- 
tions which have been advanced in 
support of the claims of that province, 
reaffirms Its position In regard to the 
desirability of a complete Investigation! 
by o competent tribunal of the merits 
of the provincial contention. it is' 
therefore aslied that a commission be| 
appointed consisting of three persons 
of eminent repute, one to be named by 
the government of the Dominion of 
Canada, one by the government of 
British Columbia, and tho third by 
tho honorable the secretary of state 
for tho colonies. It Is asked that tho 
reply of the Dominion government bo 
made definite and final within three 
months from the present time." 

And whereas, the said request for 
such competent tribunal was refused 
by the Bight Honorable Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler In the following words, as 
appears by tho minutes of the meet- 
ings of the Bald conference witli the 
Dominion government: "1 "nave given 
careful consideration to the memorial 
of British Columbia's government, 
and particularly to the request that a 
commission be appointed for the pur- 
pose of inquiring Into tho financial re- 
lations between the Dominion and the 
province. I have been unable to 
reach tho conclusion that the appoint- 



ment of such a commission would be 
the bost way of dealing with a ques- 
tion of this kind. I fear that such a 
course would not lead to tho har- 
monious settlement of the grants to 
provinces which all should deslro to 
bring about. However, I regard tho 
matter at present more as one for the 
opinion of the conference than for the 
Judgment of tho Dominion govern 
ment. You have assembled for the 
purpose of considering tho sums which 
should properly bo paid by tho Do- 
minion to tho provinces in the way of 
subsidy and allowance for the main- 
tenance of government. The British 
Columbia proposal ' comes entirely 
within tho chief purpose of this con- 
ference. If this conference, after 
hearing Mr. McBrid.e's arguments in 
support of his contention, reach the 
conclusion that an arbitration should 
take place, through a commission, for 
the purpose of dealing with the claim 
of British Columbia, that would pre- 
sent tho matter to the Dominion gov- 
ernment in a new light, and, while I 
am not prepared to express any final 
opinion, I can say at once that such 
a recommendation from the conference' 
would have great weight with us, and 
we should feel bound to give it fur- 
ther consideration. AVhile I give you 
this expression of my own views and 
of tho views of my colleagues who aro 
here with me. 1 shall, If you will per- 
mit mo, offer a suggestion, I think 
there is a dlsposlstioh on the part of 
the conference to recognize that tho 
conditions in British Columbia, owing 
to tho vastnoss of her territory, to Its 
mountainous character, and the 
sparseness of her population, create 
exceptional difficulties which should 
bo taken into consideration in tho 
adjustment of the distribution of tho 
grants in aid of provincial 
monts. I am myself: disposed to admit 
that such is the case. I would strong- 
ly advise that .Mr. McBride avail him- 
self of tho good disposition which is 
manifested in the conference, and at 
once approach the question of what 
allowance, in addition to that already 
contemplated, should bo made to meet 
British Columbia's difficulties. It is a 
question which, after all, can bettor 
bo settled here than anywhere else. I 
feel assured that the conference will 
be willing to deal with the matter in 
a spirit of fairness to British Colum- 
bia. I propose, therefore, that we shall 
leave you to discuss tho question 
frankly witli ono another, and come to 
you again when probably you wdll 
have reached some satisfactory agree- 
ment."

And whereas, on October 12, 1906, 
tho said conferenco, by a majority 
vote, resolved: "That in the opinion 
of tho conference, it is Inadvisable that 
the claim, in the way of subsidies, of 
any province bo referred to arbitra- 
tion." 



And whereas, the said Honorable 
Richard McBride protested against the 
said last named resolution in the fol- 
lowing words: "I protest, that tho 
question of British Columbia's claim 
upon tho Dominion government for a 
reference should no, bo considered by 
this conference, but that it is a ques- 
tion between the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Dominion gov- 
ernment." 

And wdtereas, in dospito of this pro- 
test the said conference procqeded to 
discuss tile right of this province to 
exceptional treatment, and, on October 
12. 1900, tho following resolution was 
introduced thereat: 

"That in view of the large area, 
geographical position anil very excep- 
tional physical features of tho province 
of British Cuiumbla, it is the opinion 
of this conference that the said prov- 
ince should receive a reasonable ad- 
ditional allowance for the purpose of 
civil government. In excess of the 
provisions made in the Quebec reso- 
lutions of 1902, and that such addi- 
tional allowance should be to the ex- 
tent of one hundred thousand dollars 
annually for tun years." 

And whereas, in a further endeavor 
to secure harmonious action by the 
said conference, and at the same time 
secure a measure of Justice for tho 
vernmont of the] P r fy»nce of British Columbia, the 
said Honorable Richard McBride pro- 
posed, by way of substitution for the 
last quoted resolution, the following 
alternative proposition: 

"That In case the proposed readjust- 
ment of subsidies, as 
resolutions of the Quel 
provincial premiers, be 
rnnient, 



London, March IS. — in the House of 
Commons today the government was 
questioned by Unionists and other'; 
members on tho low price of consols, ' 
in an attempt to draw the inference 
that the decline of British credit was 
coincident with the attempt of the 
government in 1885 to grant home rule- 
to Ireland. 

Tho ministers ignored tho Insinua- 
tion, but in reply to a question by Sir 
overn- 1 Howard Vincent, Conservative, as to 
Whether steps were contemplated to 
restore the national credit, the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Mr. Asquith, 
said that while tho government fully 
recognized the serious character of the 
decline in consols, it could not accept 
the statement that the credit of Great 
Britain was lowor than at any time 
within tho memory of men living. 

Many of tho causes contributing to 
tho decline in British government 
stocks, and of most other high-class 
securities, during the last ten years 
were international in their operation, 
and independent of government con- 
trol. On the other hand, the enormous 
incroaso in tho national expenditures, 
the neglect to make adequate provision 
for the redemption of tho national debt 
and tho freedofn with which now debts 
were contracted undoubtedly affected 
the national credit. Tho steps which 
tho government proposed were to re 
duce expenditures, strengthen tho 
sinking funds and avoid as far as pos 
siblc borrowing for current cxpondl 
turos. 



THE POPE'S NAME DAY 

Rome, March 18. — Tho pope today 
received the members of the sacred 
college, who tendered their greetings 
on the occasion of his name day. It 
was remarked that the pontliT did not 
make the least allusion to the posi- 
tion in France, but merely thanked 
tho cardinals most warmly, express- 
ing tho satisfaction which he exper- 
ienced at seeing them in good health. 
Aftei they had retired tho popo re- 
ceived other high dignitaries of the 
church.

Now York, March IS. — When the 
trial of Barry K. Thaw was adjourned 
today, but four expert witnesses wero 
set out in the' to be examined before the taking of 
To -cm t d 'I'v^'t'lu I evlJenc ' 3 cIosea - Three experts were 
there r .shan bo disposed of today in a little more than 
British Colum-lan hour, so it is generally believed 
ir, in addition I that the last word of evidence may 
i he uttered in the famous case tomor- 
row. In that, event, the summing up 
will begin on Wednesday morning. 
District Attorney Jerome will reply on 
Thursday. Justlco Fitzgerald may 
proceed immediately with his charge 
to the jury, or he may defer it until 
Friday. Unless tho unexpected hap- 
pens, there should be a verdict by 
Friday night. 

The cose for the people was closed 
today by the introduction of tho 
much discussed Hummel affidavit, 
which, with tho consent of the de- 
fence, was read in full to the jury. 
The affidavit prcved a surprise only 
as to the severity of the alleged 
assault by Harry K. Thaw upon Eve- 
lyn Nesblt during their trip through 
Europe In 11)03. According to il.e 
testimony of certain letters and cable- 
grams of Abraham Hummel, Miss 
Nesblt would not sign statements 
which Thaw had prepared accusing 
Stanford White of having drugged 
and ruined her. In the affidavit Miss 
Nesblt charged Thaw with having at- 
tacked her with a cowhide whip while 
wore stopping at an old castle In 
Austrian Tyrol, and lashing her 
bare skin until she became faint from 
tho pain and swooned. Ho repeated 
tho attack tho next day. according to 
the affidavit; and afterwards. In 
Paris, ho beat her at half-hour inter- 
vals throughout one entlro day, leav- 
ing off only when she would faint 
away and could no longer understand 
what was happening. Miss Nesblt Is 
alleged to have sworn In the affidavit 
that she was In deadly fear for her 
life, and that Thaw acted like a de- 
mented person during some of the 
assaults. 

The affidavit was in some ways a 
direct contradiction of Hummel's re- 
cent .testimony upon tho stand. In 
order that the defence might not pre- 
vent him from relating bow the affi- 
davit was made, ho stated positively 
that ho was not acting as Miss Nes- 
bit's nttorney when he drew up the 
document; that he was act inn- soleh- 
In the interest of Stanford White, and 
that no legal action was contemplated 
in behalf of the young woman who Is 
now Harry Thaw's wife. There was 
considerable surprise, therefore, when 
Mr, Jevnme today read the opening 
words of tho afflflsvli. which arc: 



"Supremo. Court, County of New 
York — Evelyn Nesblt, plaintiff, against 
Harry Kendall Thaw, defendant." It 
is said tho action contemplated when 
tho affidavit was made was the recov- 
ery of certain .property which it was 
alleged Thaw had wrongfullv taken 
from the girl. In dictatine tho affi- 
davit. Hummel referred to himself as 
Miss Nesbit's attorney, sho being re- 
ported to have said: "I have received 
certain letters and cablegrams from 
Thaw, which I have turned over to my 
attorney, Mr. Abraham Hummel." The 
affidavit is also endorsed "Howe & 
Hummel, attorneys for tho plaintiff." 

When Mr. Delmas began the intro- 
duction of testimony in sur-rebuttal, 
he introduced first the record In the 
trial and conviction of Hummel on the 
charge of conspiracy. Ho started to 
read tho entire record, but had not 
reached tho remarks Mr. Jerome made 
when Hummel was sentenced, which 
Mr. Delmas wanted to present to the 
jury, when Mr. Jerome said ho would 
admit the entlro record without ob- 
jection. Mr. Delmas then said ho 
would save the district attorney's 
reference to Hummel for the summing 
up by tho defence. 

Next Mr. Delmas put on the stand 
policemen who saw Thaw the night of 
the trngedv, or in the morning, and 
they all declared that ho looked or 
acted Irrational. Two of them said 
he complained of hearing young girls' 
voices. Tho witnesses nd""'tted on 
cross-examination that there were 
sovon women of tho street fn tho sta- 
tion houso the night Thaw was there, 
and that they were making consider- 
able noise, but tho officers said those 
women could not be heard from 
Thaw's cell. 

After this testimony had been pre- 
sented, Mr. Delmas passed to the final 
stages of the trial by introducing fur- 
ther alienist witnesses, three of tho 
experts being new to the case. Dr. 
Graeme M. Hammond and Dr. Smith 
Ely Jelllffe, who have been In the case 
from the first, and Dr. W. A. White, 
superintendent of tho government | 
hospital for the Insane at Washing- 
ton, D. C, were todav's witnesses, and 
all wero interrogated on the hypothet- 
ical questions framed by District At- 
torney Jerome. Basing their answers 
on this question, all three of the ex- 
ports declared Thaw was so mentally 
unbalanced nt the time he killed Stan- 
ford White thnt he did not know tho 
nature or quality of his act, and did 
not know that the act was wrong. 
None of the three would classify tho 
form of insanity from which they said 
tho defendant was suffering. On cross- 
examination Mr. Jerome fl»iv from 
Dr. Hammond somo now facts con- 
corning brain storms. Tho expert, 
when asked for synonyms of brain 
storm, replied that maniacal furor and 
psycho-klncsla aro synonyms.

Ottawa, March IS. — Mr. Green, a 
farmer from Moose Jaw, who farms 
about 400 acres, was examined at tho 
lumber combine committee today. Ho 
started out by saying that farmers 
paid more than they should do for 
their lumber because of tho cxlstenco 
of the lumber combine. Ho said ho 
had not so much evidence as ho would 
like to show tho existenco of an as- 
sociation to keep up prices. Ho had 
prices and lists to establish that 
prices were arranged by a society. Ho 
produced lists of prices of different 
companies to show that on exactly tho 
same day the cost of lumber at tho 
yards In Moose Jaw and Regina was 
precisely tho same. Ho produced bills 
which lie had paid for lumber to show 
that prices had gone up during recent 
years. Retail men said that the man- 
ufacturers' association was to blame, 
and not the retailers. He ascertained 
from inquiry of dealers that they 
wanted to make 30 per cent clear pro- 
fit, but it was moro frequently 20 per 
cent. This meant that the farmers 
paid about 30 per cent to tho middle- 
men and the freight. But this wus 
not all the Iniquity of tho transac- 
tion. When a car arrived tho retail 
men took out tho best part of this 
lumber and sold it for $80 and ?90 a 
thousand, and sold the balanco to 
farmers at the regular prico for which 
tho whole car was graded. Everybody 
knew that this was done. Ho did not 
exactly see them do It, but he know 
It was dono. What farmers wanted 
was for the committee to take off tho 
yoke and permit them to deal direct 
witli tho lumber manufacturers. 

Mr. Staples— But you can't buy di- 
rect other articles you want to con- 
sumo. 

Mr. Green — Oh yes, wo buy barb 
wire and coal oil, and sometimes coal 
by a few of us going together without 
going to tho retail man. We ought to 
be able to buy direct If we had good 
credit and wanted a specified quantity. 
We do not want to do away with tho 
retail men altogether, but when we ap- 
proached the manufacturers Ave were 
told that if manufacturer sold to us 
then the retail association would boy- 
cott tho manufacturer and not buy 
from him. 

When lumber in his district was 
selling at $27 a thousand he was able 
to buy at $21 a thousand through con- 
tracts that he had made. During tho 
past year the prico of lumber had In- 
creased $-1 a thousand. 

Mr. Green suggested that tho gov- 
ernment should set apart timber lim- 
its that might be operated for the re- 
lief of those affected. 

"If the government," said Mr.'Green, 
"does not know how to run a saw- 
mill, then the' farmers can take hold 
and do It." 

A. K. Watts, representing the lum- 
ber interests of British Columbia, mado 
formal application to the committee for 
permission to cross examine witnesses. 
He was permitted to do this tho first 
day, but it lias been refused slnco. Ho 
protestod against the evident intent of 
tho committee to condemn- lumbermen 
of British Columbia without giving 
them a chance to be hoard. 

John Kendall, chartered accountant, 
Vancouver, testified that, ho was audi- 
tor lor 13 or 15 mills In British Co- 
lumbia. One group In 1905 lost 99 
cents a thousand on their sa.wing oper- 
ations. In 190G they cleared 19 cents 
profit, but this did not. Include crown 
dues. Another group lost 59 cents a 
thousand for tho 12 months ending De- 
cember 81, 1905, while for tho past 
year thoy made a profit of 01 cents a 
thousand, but In this thero was no al- 
lowance for depreciation or Interest on 
borrowed money.

His Two Companions Are Saved 
After Trying, .Experiences 
Near Clayoquot 



The steamer Queen City which re- 
turned from her regular trip to the 
West coast ypyterda,M , brought tho, news 
of the drowning of W. PaskiViHT near 
Clayoquot, on' Saturday of last week. 

It appears that In company with J. 
Ringllng and H. Schafer, Paskins was 
shooting coons, w hgn Schafer j; acci- 
dently shot twb'^ftligcrs ;-orf- ; -fifs 'right 
hand. Paskins and Ringllng started to 
take the Injured man to the Clayoquot 
hospital. They left Nootka at 8 
o'clock in a canoo and-when rounding 
Sandy reef the canoo was struck by a 
heavy squall and was almost swamped. 
Ringllng who was steering commenced 
to ball when the canoe was struck by 
a second wave and was smashed. All 
three wont under and on coming to tho 
surface, Ringllng heard Paskins cry 
out but could not see hi/11. Ringllng 
then got hold of a small piece of the 
canoo and shortly after located 
Schafer who was holding on to a lar- 
ger piece and he also took hold. Schaf- 
er was nearly played out and Ring- 
llng continually told him to hang mi. 
Finally they touched bottom but were 
drawn out by the under current. Ring- 
llng then told Schafer to try and make 
shore the next time they touched. 
Ringllng took a chance and by clinging 
to tho rocks managed to get ashoie 
but Sliafer who failed to take his ad- 
vice was drawn back again. The 
next big wave, however, washed him 
on tho rock along iaio Rlngli.ig. Schaf- 
er fortunatolv bad .1 box of sa.e y 
matches and they lit a lhe but were 
without food or water for forty eight 
hours, till eventually they were teen 
by Antone Luckoviticll store keimer at 
Hesquoit, who put off In a canoe and 
took them ashore. Paskins was never 
heard after the first cry and it is 
thought that he sank immediately, be- 
ing drawn down by the weight of his 
clothing. Schafer was taken to the 
Clayoquot hospital and had his hand 
dressed and Is now doing nicely. 

The deceased was one of the host 
known prospectors on the coast, having 
traveled practically from one end of 
the Island to the other. He was, well 
known In this city having on several 
occasions visited Victoria after his 
work In the woods. Ho was an Eng- 
lishman by birth and was about 28 
years of age. As far as known he 
had no relatives in British Columbia.

LIQUOR LICENSE BY-LAW 
GOES OVER ONCE MORE 

Some Clauses Considered Last 
Evening — Occasional Dis- 
plays of Fireworks 



Thoro was a very fair-sized audience 
at the meeting of the city council last 
evening, number:) of ladies and gen- 
tlemen interested in tire liquor ques- 
tion, from one standpoint or another, 
having come to hear the final passage 
of Aid. Gleason's liquor license '>yla\v. 
In their expectation of seeing the coin* 
plotlon of the measure, however, i\\ Q 
spectators were disappointed. After a 
lengthy discussion, and the introduc- 
tion of several amendments, the con- 
sideration of the bylaw was laid over 
to the next mooting of the council. 

The session was, however, by n o 
moans devoid of Interest, and, lacking 
any attraction at the opera house, the 
audience for the most part felt itself 
compensated for having attended. It 
is not often that the aldermen have 
an audience, and they took advantage 
of the occasion to the full. Sonic most 
spectacular plays were made to the 
gallery, and both sides of the temper 
unco controversy being represented, 
every one of the aldermen had a 
chance to perform Home fine work. 

It had been thought that the bylaw 
as it stood after the consideration of 
last week was satisfactory to all the 
members of the board, and the contro- 
versy that it aroused at last evening's 
meeting came as something of a sur- 
prise. For the most part, it was over 
technical points that the aldermen 
debuted; but although tho subjects of 
tho discussion were perhaps not of 
any great importance, the aldermen 
lined up for and against, and fought 
it out with the greatest vim and ^igor. 

The first skirmish took place When 
clause G was reached. This provides 
that no person obviously under the 
influence of liquor, and no female cus- 
tomer, shull bo permitted in saloons 
and hotel bars. To this Aid. Vincent 
undertook to raise an objection. 

"I move," said he, "that the part of 
tho clause relating to women be struck 
out. I consider it to be a slur upon 
tho women of Victoria." 

Aid. Qleason feared that Aid. Vin- 
cent is not conversant with tho con- 
ditions," said he. "This clause is 
aimed towards a certain end." 

Aid. Vincent smiled ingenuously. "I 
should like Aid. Gleason to explain 
Just what ho means," he remarked. 

Aid. Gleason was slightly embarrass- 
ed. He glanced at the delegates from 
tho W. C. T. V. "I really don't think 
that thoro is any need for explana- 
tion," said he. "Surely Aid. Vincent 
must know that there is a certain class 
of womon who do frequent the sa- 
loons, and for no good purpose." 

Hereupon Aid. Henderson took upon 
himself to enter into tho discussion. 

"Yes, there's the Salvation Army 
lassies," said he; "I've oltcn soon them 
going into saloons. Surely you don't 
want to keep them out." 



Aid. Gleason explained that the Sal- 
vation Army lassies were not custom- 
ers. 

And then Aid. Vincent, rising Im- 
proiislvely, dellvorod his great speech 
in defence of the ladles. "This Is the 
day of women's rights," said tho cham- 
pion of the fair sex. "Let us give 
them all tho rights that are coming 
to them. If they want to get a drink, 
why shouldn't they? Why should we 
stop them? For mysolf, I can't see 
why they shouldn't enter tho saloons 
just an much as tho men." 

His worship Informed Aid. Vincent 
that ho really had no knowledge of the 
real state of affairs. "Go and talk 
with the chief of police," ho advised. 
"Seo what he'll tell von," 

"Yes, I know that it's much worse 
than tho police think," remarked Aid. 
Vincent, with an ingenuous smile; and 
then, having said his say, subsided, 
and the clause passed unamended. 

Several other minor intendments 
wero made. Among other things, 
umusc which relates to the date on 
which the bylaw will come into force, 
was changed 30 aa to make It com- 
pulsory for all license holders to make 
tho alterations in tholr promises, if 
any are necessary, on tho second 
Tuesday of July, 1907. All went well 
until subsection 2 of clause 9 was 
reached. This clause provldOB that a 
saloon may consist of a barroom, 
storeroom, cellar, kitchen and lava- 
tory only, except where a special per- 
mit is granted for a blllinrd-room. 
This clause was productive of several 
wordy battles between Aid. Fell and 
Aid. Gleason. 

Aid. Fell started by moving that the 
clause be amended so as to allow of 
dining-rooms In connection with sa- 
loons. To this Aid. Gleason objocted, 
stating that he could see 'no reason 
why a dining-room was needed. Aid. 
Fell pointed to several "1393 where 
dining-rooms are run in this manner 
In this city, taking as a particular 
example tho Boomerang, which he de- 
scribed as tho "cleanest and best con- 
ducted place in town." 

"I suppose It's because It's clean and 
properly run that you want to bo 
hardest on it," said Aid. Foil, unkind- 
ly. - 

AM. Gleason rotorted that it was 
Impossible to draw up a bylaw and rt> 
mako special exemptions for all In- 
dividual cases whero tho shoe might 
chafe. Such a course would destroy 
the force of tho measure. Aid. Glea- 
son's .statement did not please Aid. 
Fell, and ho toolc tho opportunity of 
delivering himself of a whole bunch 
of indignation which had evidently 
been accumulating In his system ever 
since tho bylaw was first introduced. 

"Every time that I proposo an 
amendment," said he, "I'm accused of 
trying to destroy this bylaw. Now I 
objoct to that. I'm not trying to de- 
stroy tho bylaw, If I wanted to ren- 
der It invalid, r should just have to 
let it go liko Aid. Gleason introduced 
it. "Why," — Aid. Fell was warming to 
his work — "I've done more than any 
other alderman on this board to help 
along this bylaw. As It stands now, 
after the amendments Introduced by 
myself, it is a legal measure; it was 
not before. It is now fair; it was un- 
fair before. It Is now reasonable; bo- 
fore It was unreasonable In tho ex- 
treme. As It was Introduced, It was 
a prohibitive measure. Wo have no 
right to prohibit the liquor traffic. 
Now It is a regulation, and contains 
some elements of fair play."

Then Aid. Gleason did some object- 
ing on his own account. "I object to 
Aid. Pell trying to mako me appear in 
tho light of a persecutor, ' tald he. 
"I am ambitious of no such role. All 
I want to do is to regulate the liquor 
traffic in this city, In the way that I 
think is for the best good of tlie peo- 
ple. That's what I've tried to do, and 
that's why in this Instance I am op- 
posing tho attempt to allow dining- 
rooms. I see no reason why they 
should be permitted." 

Other aldermen took a hand in the 
wordy warfare, and thlng3 waxed 
warm for a time. Many suggestions 
wero made, among others that it 
should be left to the discretion of the 
board of licensing commissioners to 
say whether or not a dining-room 
should be allowed In connoctlon with 
licensed premises. • This suggestion, 
however, roused unpleasant memories 
In tho mind of hit, worship as to cer- 
tain ovents of the afternoon, of which 
an account is given In another col- 
umn. 

"Don't leavo It to tho licensing 
board," said lie, bitterly. "You'll get 
nothing from them." And Aid. Ross 
was observed to smile, 

Finally a compromise was arrived at 
by whtch It was decided that, the li- 
censed promises at present running 
dining-rooms should be allowed to 
continue to do so, the understanding 
boing that none should be added in 
the future. 

Tho next ^struggle took place over 
clause 10. The aldermen wero Just 
lining up for a good tussle when Aid. 
Gleason moved for nn extonslon of 
time. To this, however, there was a 
protest. Aid. Vincent, who has a 
rooted objection to extensions of time, 
started to reach for his hat, while 
Aid. Fell romlnded the board that al- 
though he would liko to soe the bylaw 
passed that evening, ho would also like 
to catch the last car home, a 1. "VOl. 
too, was casting glances to v -d the 
hatradc; and on Aid. Gleason's nrticn 
being put It was defeated, and a mo- 
tion of adjournment was passed by a 
vote of (1 to 4.

A FALSE ISSUE 

As an example of misrepresenta- 
tion and false reasoning nothing that 
has ever come under our notice Is 
comparable to an article in the Otta- 
wa Free Press of March 11th, entitled 
"The McBrlde Hold-up." The article 
begins with references to the record of 
tho provincial government which are 
absolutely untrue and call for little 
comment. We may give a sample of 
it. Tho Free Press says that Mr. 
Green "was unceremoniously kicked 
out of the government, because ho sold 
Kalen Island to a competitor of the 
Canadian Facifle," and then it goes 
on to alloge that Mr. McBrlde and his 
colleagues are doing everything in 
their power to delay and obstruct the 
construction of tho Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. Having taken this position as a 
starting point the Free Press pusses 
on to consider the question of the sale 
of Metlakahtki Indian Reserve to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. It states the 
legal question involved with fair ac- 
curacy; It is only when it comes to 
deal with the object aimed at by the 
provincial government In refusing to 
assent to that sale, that it passes the 
bounds of common sense and indulges 
in threats that are by no means thin- 
ly veiled. 

The public are told by the Ottawa 
paper that the Grand Trunk Pacific 
found 10,000 acres "not largo enough 
for their terminals." Ten thousand 
acres are nearly sixteen square miles, 
and yet tho Frco Press Is absurd 
enough to expect the people of Can- 
ada to believe that this great area is 
not sufficient for the terminals of a 
railway. It seems astonishing that the 
Grand Trunk Railway officials would 
countenance such an absurd statement 
of their case. It is of a piece with 
some things that have been said 
In this province on behalf of that 
company. The Colonist is very desir- 
ous of seeing the Grand Trunk Pad 
flc constructed at the earliest possible 
day. It would be glad to do anything 
In reason to assist In bringing about 
so desirable a consummation, but it 
cannot help saying that articles such 
as that in the Free Press will make 
its name objectionable to every porson 
in British Columbia, no matter what 
his politics may be. 

Having delivered itself of this ut- 
terly false explanation of the reasons 
why tho Grand Trunk Pacific wished 
13,000 acres in addition to what they had 
purchased from the province, the Free 
Press goes on to express a doubt if 
the company will build west of Ed- 
monton, if Its efforts to secure what 
it calls adequate terminals Is going 
to be blocked by the provincial gov- 
ernment. 
We quote: 

If the terminus of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific for the first three years of its 
operation is Edmonton, and not Pert 
Simpson, the people of British Colum- 
bia have only to thank the govern- 
ment whom they have permitted the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to indict 
upon them. 

We should very much like to know if 
this is inspired by the Grand Trunk I which we can heartily congratulate 



THE PEACE RIVER LANDS 

The 3,500,000 acres In the Peace 
river country, which the Dominion 
Is entitled to receive from British 
Columbia, were given because tho 
Dominion undertook to bonus the E. 
& N. Railway. That is, they were 
given for railway purposes, and to 
secure compensation to British Co- 
lumbia, among other things, for tho 
disappointment experienced by the 
people in tho rejection of tho Yellow 
Head route to the Pacific, which, if 
it had been adopted, would have made 
Victoria tho terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

The value of those lands is vastly 
In excess of what any one Imagined it 
would be at tho time tho agreement 
was made. A conservative estimate of 
that value today would bo 520,000,000. 
For this tho Dominion save 3750,000. 
We take the position that British Co- 
lumbia is entitled, by all principles of 
good faith and fair treatment, to re- 
celvo the benefit of this great excess. 

Assuming that tho Dominion pro- 
poses to insist upon the letter of the 
bond, and will retain the lands selected 
by the surveyor, the question arises: 
What shall be done with the proceeds 
of these lands? If they become a part 
of the ordinary public lands of Canada, 
the money derived from the sale of 
them will go Into the Dominion treas- 
ury and British Columbia will -derive 
little or no advantage from It, As we 
understood the observations of Mr. 
Oliver, quoted in Sunday's Colonist, 
he thinks that the. proposed railway to 
Hudson's Bay ought to be assisted by 
moneys derived from the sale of land 
in Central Canada. Under this prin- 
ciple, wo assume that a part of the 
money derived from the sab' of these 
British Columbia lands might be de- 
voted to that purpose, which we think 
would be unfair. We think that, as 
the lands were given by the province 
to secure railway construction in the 
province, the proceeds of the sale of 
them should be devoted to the same 
purpose. 

We therefore submit that, granting 
it to be tho Intention of the Dominion 
to take over the lands selected by its 
surveyor, the proceeds of the sale 
thereof ought to be devoted to the 
building of a line of railway from 
Peace River to Victoria and Vancou 
ver. Tho cost of administering the 
government of that remote corner of 
the province will devolve upon all the 
people of British Columbia, and it is 
right that facilities should be provided 
whereby the people of this province 
can derive as much benefit as possible 
from the trade of that urea. 

We submit, for the consideration of 
Mr. Oliver and all others interested 
that the best way to give effect to the 
recommendation of the Royal Commis- 
sion on Transportation In regard to 
tho best available line from the plains 
of Alberta to the Vancouver Island 
seaboard, is to devote the proceeds of 
the sale of the area In the Pence 
River valley to the construction of 
such a railway.

step In this direction, wo suggest that 
Mr. Turner should be asjted to como 
out to Victoria and consult with tho 
government. It would be well for him 
• to come under any circumstances, bo- 
causo during the years that Ho has 
boon away many changes havo taken 
placo, and any agant-gencral ought to 
be required to visit tho provinco al 
Intervals, so as to keep thoroughly In- 
formed about what is transpiring here. 
The newspapers and his correspon- 
dence will keep him to some extent in 
touch with what is going on, but there 
Is no man, who would not bo able to 
do bettor work, if ho were required 
from time to time to come out to the 
province and see for himself what 
new avenues of investment nnd what 
now opportunities for obtaining land 
for settlement or simply of getting 
work have presented themselves. 

Whether or not it Is desirable to 
strengthen the London office by plac- 
ing more funds at Mr. Turner's dis- 
posal is a subject worth looking into; 
and it is ono that can only be wisely 
decided after hearing what Mr. Turner 
has himself to say upon the subject. 
Our own view is that the London office 
of British Columbia should be main- 
tained on a scale equal to the great- 
ness of the province. This cannot be 
done with the money at Mr. Turner's 
disposal. Tho time, seems to. bo aus- 
picious to secure for British Columbia 
a much greater degree of attention 
than It has ever received hitherto. We 
do not know what Mr. Turner's own 
views upon this point art; but we 
know Mr. Turner, and a more thor- 
ough British Columbian does not live 
on either side of the Atlantic. He 
knows .the province us few men do; he 
knows Its history; he knows its busi- 
ness; he knows its capabilities. It 
would be exceedingly beneficial to the 
government and the public generally, 
If he could be brought back during the 
coming summer for tho purpose of 
giving us all the advantage of his 
observation and experience and of 
formulating a new campaign for the 
representation of the province in 
England.

Everything relating to Australia Is 
of the greatest interest to Canada. 
The early diversion of all trade from 
the Commonwealth to and from Amer- 
ica to Victoria, makes business con- 
ditions in that part of the Empire 
matters for thought here, and when 
we are told that they are exceedingly 
good, we find in them a subject upon 



Pacific Company. Does the Free Press 
speak in the name of that company, 
or has it, as the organ of the govern- 
ment of Canada at the federal capital, 
the authority of the' government to 
say that the Grand Trunk Pacific will 
be allowed to stop at Edmonton unless 
It can get terminals at Kalen Island 
amounting to L'li.OOO .'teres, or nearly 
40 square miles? Is the insult to the 
people of British Columbia contained 
In the above quotation the language 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific, or Is it 
simply an exhibition of the stupidity 
of a newspaper writer who knows so 
little about the country, of which be 
professes to be able to speak, that he 
supposes Prince Rupert and Port 
Simpson to be one and the same 
place'.' 

Substantially the whole article in 
tho Free Press, which is two columns 
in length, is a declaration that, if the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is not given tho 
Mctlakahtla Reserve, it will not be 
constructed across Brifish Columbia. 
We propose to say nothing further on 
this point, today, but shall await a 
further declaration by the Free Press. 
We shall only ask these questions: 
Has the Free Press authority from 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway com- 
pany to say that construction of that 
railway through this province will be 
delayed indefinitely because of the re- 
fusal of tho provincial government to 
surrender tho Mctlakahtla Reserve?

THE AGENT-GENERAL 

We reproduce this morning from tho 
Financier and Bullionist of London a 
letter from Mr. J. H. Turner, Agent- 
General of British Columbia in the 
United Kingdom. The letter speaks 
for itself, and the only comment, that 
we shall make Is that tho province 
was fortunate In having in London a 
representative as competent as Mr. 
Turner to deal with the subject to 
which It relates. The publication of 
this letter suggests some observations 
in regard to tho position held by Mr. 
Turner. There Is no doubt that he 
is a, very capable officer and that his 
presence in London is a source of 
great benefit to British Columbia. It Is 
worth considering if It Is not time that 
tho government should take the ques- 
tion of representation up with the 
view of ascertaining what can be done 
to mako tho London office 'of the. prov- 
inco of wider usefulness. As a first 



The Colonist has been asked by 
number of professional and business 
men to direct the attention of tho 
government to tho condition of things 
In the Victoria Land Registry office, 
and before doing so It has made in 
qulries to ascertain if tho complaints 
are well-founded. The conclusion 
arrived at is that they are. No ground 
of complaint attaches even In the 
remotest way to the Registrar-General 
or his staff. The simple fact of tho 
case Is that business has far outgrown 
their capacity. Registrations are a 
long way behind, and nearly two 
hundred applications for certificates ot 
indefeasible title remain to be passed 
upon. There seems little hope for the 
present staff to overtake tho arrears, 
and if tho transactions In real estate 
continue as they have been in the past 
few months, the arrearages will be 
much greater. 

The public generally is unaware of 
the business passing through the Land 
Registry office. It is not confined to 
the registration of titles. The fact 
that titles are registered there Involves 
searches. It is not every person who 
Is able to make a search without the 
assistance -of a clerk, and the docu- 
ments on lilo In the office are only 
accessible to tile regular staff. Every 
one will agree that it would he highly 
Inexpedient to permit any person, upon 
paying the foe fur a search, to rum- 
mage through the papers of such a 
office at ills own sweet will. There 
fore. It looks to a layman as if there 
ought to be one cleric In the ofllc 
specially charged with the supervision 
of searches. At present some one, who 
has-other work requiring his attention, 
has to take charge of this line of wort 
The registration of title's and charges, 
the making out of certificates of all 
kinds relating to realty, the receipt of 
applications, searches, the care of the 
cash and other matters relating to 
land only are in tho aggregate more 
than the present staff can attend to 
Take the matter of indefeasible titles 
It Is probable that the majority of the 
applications will present little diffi- 
culty; but some of them may require 
hours, if not days, of Investigation. In 
addition to fne land registration and 
matters arising out of it, tho Registrar 
has to keep a record of births, deaths 
and marriages, and the chief of the 
Victoria office, being Registrar-General 
for the whole province, all returns un- 
der this head come to him, and a re 
port covering tho whole provinco has 
to be made out annually. Then there 
is the company business. This is large 
and rapidly growing. All Joint Stock 
companies Incorporated or registered 
In British Columbia must apply to the 
Victoria office. In most cases these 
applications are simply matter of rou- 
tine, but sometimes, we might say 
quite frequently, questions arise, which 
call for considerable investigation. 
Not only must the Registrar-General 
pronounce upon tho right of companies 
fo receive certificates of incorporation 
or to become registered so as to give 
them a provincial standing, but there 
are questions constantly arising as to 
the fees to bo charged, and In addition 
to tills the companies make returns 
to the office, nnd these must bo en- 
tered up. The correspondence of the 
office Is very considerable, as will be 
apparent from the variety of tho busi- 
ness transacted. It may be quite true 
that very many of the matters calling 
for attention do not each require much

The Agent-General's Letter to the 
, London "Financier" 

To th lEdltor of Tho' Flutmccr: 

In you issue of the 10th lust., there np- 
pears an article on lirltlsh Columbia, based, 
apparently, .on some correspondence In tho 
Toronto ti]obe, in which the correspondent 
slates. that the claims of British Columbia 
on tho Dominion jjuVerninent for better 
terms are: •. . ' •>• ... 

(I|, Tk« cost of administration owing to 
the pjiysTcal character of the Country. 

(2) The distance .from tho- commercial. 
Industrial and administrative centres of 
Eastern -Canada. 

C3) The' non-lndusn-lal character of the 
province. ... 

(-1) The dls'advantnso.-i of the province 
In relation to the', market 'for lis products. 

I will not - deal with,, these, heads of 
claims, but wish to point out that there 
tiro other reasons Quite as 'important . why 
rtrltlsh Columbia , Is entitled to better 
terms. When that province went Into the 
Confederation Its total population wuu 
about 80,000 whites. They lad Ilttlo knowl- 
edgo of the valuo of the province, and at 
that time practically no public works of 
importance except the Cariboo road, hud 
been constructed, whilst the other provinces 
on joining the Confederation had already 
built a network of roads, had Iheen thor- 
oughly surveyed, und presented all the Im- 
taiit public buildings, schools, etc., and 
tho cost of these workrt of development was 
all taken over by the central government 
the adjustment of the public debt nt 
Confederation. On tho other hand, British 
Columbia had to carry out all these works 
herself r.fter Confederation, and some thou- 
sands of miles of trails and ronds, hun- 
dreds of schools, public offices, court 
hotiHos, jails, etc., have been built, and 
hundreds of thousands of acres of land sur- 
veyed at the expanse of the province since 
that time: the cost of these works was, 
owing to the aharaeter of the country 
fully three times us much as they would ■ 
have cost In the Eastern provinces. 
Then, nt Confederation, the customs tar-i 
averaged only about 20 per cent, on 
Imports; but It was in n few years great- 
ly increased, and now is about .')•"> per cent, 
fills tells particularly against British Cp'-i 
iiinhla, and her contribution to the Domin- 
ion government under customs and excise 
Is three times as much per head of popula- 
tion as Is paid by the other provinces. In- 1 
d, since Confederation, Urblsh Columbia j 
has paid to the central government some 
10 million dollars hard cash, while the to- 
al expenditure of the central government 
n ami for Itrltlsh Columbia Is under 4b 
millions. These are additional reasons for 
better terms. 

Your comment, Mr. Editor, on the vari- 
ous .governments of lirlllsh Columbia, 
which reads as follows: "It would be In 
fact a great mistake to suppose tit n t be- 
cause iRrltlsh Columbia has boon saddled 
with a large annual payment on account of 
debt by Incapable administrators In the 
past, and because, as the readiest way out 
of difficulties perhaps. It has come to the 
Dominion to secure financial assistance, no 
progress has been made In the development 
of lis wonderful resources," Is. I think, tin 
air, and would not have been made If 
oil had had a competent knowledge of the 
ondltioii and characteristics of that, pro- 
vince some twenty years ago. Yo,i do 
know -full well, however, that Itrltlsh Col- 
umlda Is a vast country, very mountainous, 
much of it covered hv dense forests: that 
It possesses great mineral wealth In Its 
mountains and enormous supplies of timber 
In lis forests, and Its agricultural lands 
were practically Inaccessible and Impos- 
sible of development except by large expen- 
diture for surveys, roads, (rails, 'bridges, 
wharves, public buildings, etc., and these 
works, which. owin,g to the character of 
the country, cost three or four times as 
much to construct as they would In East- 
ern Canada, had to be provided for by a 
population not. so great as thai of some of 
your moderate-sized market towns. 

In JSS7 the position of British Columbia 
wae that it had either lo be opened and 
developed or -remain for a long time prac- 
tically a wilderness, The government and 
the people of the time boldly faced tho 
situation. They were determined to make 
a good country of It- Loan Acts were 
passed by the legislature, and the money 
borrowed' In England was applied In the 
direction In which It was most wanted. 
If this was good business the results would 
show It; and on investigation what do we 
find? In 1SS7 the province was In a very 
low condition— no people coming In, little 
business being done, and Its lolal Tcvenue 
under $000,000. .nut mark the speedy change 
us (hese works proceeded and development 

went. on. In five years' II the revenue 

went up to one million dollars, and has 
been steadliy Increasing ever since, until to. 
dav It Is over three millions. Then, tho 
progress of these works encouraged neoplo 
to go through the province, and, though, 
In '1S87 It wan commonly stated — by well- 
informed people, too—thai the country was 
oulv good for mines, fisheries and timber, 
they soon -found out that It also possessed 
splendid agricultural lands, anil now \v 
sue prosperous dairy and oilier farms and 
line orchards growing some or the best 
fruits In (he world.

ATTORNEY - GENERAL 

INTRODUCES BILLS 



Proceedings in the Provincial 
House — Speaker Renders 
His Decision 



Four bills of comparatively little 
general Interest were introduced by 
the attorney general at yesterday af- 
ternoon's session of the provincial leg- 
islature as follows: "An act to amend 
the 'Administration Act. An act to 
Revive and Continue the Existence of 
Certain Companies," "An Act to 
Amend the 'County Courts Act, An 
Act to Ratify an order in council re- 
garding: probate duty." All were put 
through their first reading. 

The latter was handed down as a 
message from his honor the lieutenant 
governor. It was reported upon by the 
house In committee of the whole, Price 
Elilson occupying the chair, and then 
put through its Initial stage as afore- 
mentioned. The proposed amendment 
Is self-explanatory and reads as fol- 
lows: 

"On every probate and letters of ad- 
ministration a charge of one per cent 
shall hereafter be collected on the 
value of an estate to father, mother, 
husband, brother or sister of deceased; 
and in case of all other legatees, or 
next of kin, except wife or children, 
live per cent on the value of the es- 
tate shall be charged. No charge shall 
be made on the. valuo of the estate to 
wife or children. The costs of any 
action or proceedings in probate shall 
be the same as In other cases, and 
shall be regulated by this schedule;" 

"And whereas, it is advisable to rat- 
ify said order in council: Therefore, 
His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the legislative assem- 
bly of the province of British Colum- 
bia, enacts as follows: (1) This act 
m,ay be cited as the 'Probate Duty Act, 
1907." (2) The above mentioned order 
In council is hereby ratified and con- 
firmed, and such ratification and con- 
firmation shall relate back to the date 
of the passing of said order in coun- 
cil." 

In introducing the bill entitled "An 
Act to Amend the 'County Court's 
Act' " the attorney general explained 
that the reason for the amendment 
contained therein was that under the 
present regulations a county court 
judge wishing to act In a district out- 
side his immediate jurisdiction had to 
obtain permission through order in 
council. This had created considera- 
ble Inconvenience and the change con- 
templated would simply repeul that 
clause which required such procedure. 
In reply the leader of the opposition 
remarked that he was sure those oc- 
cupying seals as members of the op- 
position would not object to such a 
proposal. 

The resolution on the orders of the 
day to the name of the minister of 
finance to the effect that the speech 
of his honor the lieutenant governor at 
the opening of the present session be 
taken Into consideration" was next 



dealt with. The minister moved "that 
supply be granted His Majesty and 
that the house resolve Itself into a 
committee of the whole for the con- 
sideration of the speech from the 
throne next Monday." This carried. 

Speaker Eberta then gave his de- 
cision upon the point of procedure 
brought up by Stunrt Henderson at 
one of last week's sessions in regard 
to the Introduction by the minister of 
finance of a number of sub-sections to 
the bill to amend the Assessment act. 
These deal with the assessment of 
canneries. Mr. Henderson contended 
that as they were at variance with the 
general principle of the act referred 
to they should be introduced as a dis- 
tinct measure by message from the 
lieutenant governor. The speaker up- 
held this point and the finance minis- 
ter, it Is understood, will proceed to 
bring the matter down in the way 
stated. 

The following bills were put through 
their third reading without discussion: 
"An act for licensing non-resident 
commercial travelers or agents for sale 
of liquors and tobacco," "An act re- 
luting to trade and other licenses out- 
side municipal boundaries," and "An 
act to amend the Interpretation Act." 

The house the if went into a com- 
mittee of the whole with Mr. Brew- 
ster in the chair for the further con- 
sideration of the bill providing for 
the formation of a Veterinary associa- 
tion. The remaining clauses of the 
bill having been read the committee 
arose arid reported. 

A question on the order paper from 
Mr. Hayward, of Cowlchan, addressed 
to the minister of finance was an- 
swered. It n«ad: (a)* What was the 
total cost to the province of British 
Columbia of the Bella Coola colony 
from 1S94 to Juno 30, l!10<i'.> (b) What! 
was the total amount of taxes paid 
by Bella Coola colonists from 1891 to] 
Juno 30, 1900'.' 

The replies were as follows: (a) 
Public works, $54,441.24; education, 
$10,555.28; salary and expenses of con-; 
stable, $11,017.05. Total, 367,014.17. (b) 
$18,773.75. 

The house then adjourned until 2 
o'clock this afternoon.

CANNERY FOR KELOWNA 

Company Is Formed to Put up Preser- 
ved Fruit For Export. 

A start will be made with a cannery 
project this summer, says the Kclowna 
Courier. Messrs Frank and Geo. Era- 
ser and If. W. 'Whitehead are' to In- 
stall an 'experimental plant, which 
will have a capacity of about -1,000 
cans per day. The machinery re- 
quired has been ordered and should 
be here within two months' time. For 
this summer the proprietors will use 
cans made-up at the coast, costing 
a good deal more laid down here than 
f.t they were to make the complete 
can themselves, but thoy wish to dis- 
pense with as much equipment as pos- 
sible the first season, and will install 
a can making plant, if all goes well, 
next year. 

It is not the Intention of the owners 
to run the plant at full capacity this 
season, but to can a sufficient quan- 
tity of produce to enable them to es- 
timate the cost of production and the 
margin of profit. Should the venture 
be successful, a larger plant will be 
obtained next year through the for- 
mation of a joint stock company, In 
which the people of the valley will be 
asked to take shares. 

The gentlemen named are entering 
Into the venture solely at their own 
risk, and are asking no assistance from 
the public, and deserve credit for their 
enterprising spirit. It might be as 
well for the Bonrd of Trade and the 
Individuals who have endeavored to get 
Eastern people Interested In a cannery 
to now cease their efforts and watch 
the results of the experiment. If suc- 
cessful, the people of the valley should 
heartily co-operate with Messrs. Fra- 
ser Bros. & 'Whitehead so that the 
larger factory would be entlrelv a local I 
concern, owned and managed by our 
own folk. 

At last week's meeting of the City 
Council, that body unanimously pass- 
ed a resolution in favor of exempting 
a cannery from taxation, and there Is 
every reason to believe that sufficient 
capital can he raised locally to prop- 
erly equip one. 

If a cannery can be made a success 
the owners of small acreage lots will 
have a living assured while their trees 
are reaching the bearing age, and its 
benefits to the community will be In 
calculable.

TO VISIT ORIENT 

Rev. Dr. Sutherland and Dr, Carman 
to Sail on Empress of India 

Ttev. Dr. Sutherland, foroitrn secre 
tnry of the Methodist church In Can 
nda, Is now tit Vancouver .and will 
" leave on tho Empress of India with Dr. 
Carman. Tho gentlemen will first go 
to Japan where they will spend a few 
weeks and will afterwards ko on to 
China, where, at Shanghai tho Conten- 
rial of Protestant missions in China 
will be celebrated. After this thoy will 
confer with several Methodist mission- 
aries from West China, and will then 
return to Japan, whore at Toklo on 
May 22, a general conference will he 
hold to celebrate the forming of tho 
independent, self-governing Methodist 
church in Japan. This will be organ- 
ized from tho two Methodist missions 
from the United Stntes and one from 
Canada. It Is expected that tho Union 
will considerably strengthen tho hands 
of tho workers. The scope of Method- 
ist missions in China does not extend 
to the famine-stricken districts. 

Asked how the outlook was in that 
country, so far ns missionary work wan 
concerned, Dr. Sutherland said it was 
extremely hopeful. LaBt winter thir- 
teen additional missionaries were sent 
out from Canada', nine from the Gen- 
eral Missionary society, and four from 
tho Women's Missionary society. Ten 
other missionaries are expected to 
leave Canada In the autumn.

At the St. Patrick's Day concert at 
Institute Hall on Saturday evening last 
Dennis Murphy, o£ Ashoroft, delivered 
the following oration: 

My Lord Archbishop, Reverend 
Glergy, Ladies and Gentlemen, — Allow 
mo in the iirst place to express my 
keen sense oC appreciation of the 
privilege accorded me this evening of: tl 
again addressing the citizens of Vic 1 
torla. Having at one time been a resi 
dent of the city for several years I 
know its people sufllclently well to fee! 
sure that they will not be too hard on 
anyone coining from such a rural ami 
rustlce place as Ashcroft to such a 
metropolitan centre as the capital, and 
It was this knowledge that emboldened 
mo to accept the kind invitation of 
your reverend Archbishop to address 
a few words to you on the occasion of 
this your celebration of St. Patrick's 
Day. 

When the sun rises over the eastern 
hills tomorrow morning in every spot 
of this gray old planet that Is lighted 
up by its rays Irish eyes will grow 
brighter, Irish hearts, will boat faster 
.and Irish Hps will utter a fervent 
"God Save Ireland," for tomorrow is 
St. Patrick's Day. 

The Irish- American millionaire as lie 
rises from his sumptuous couch to- 
morrow morning and gazes out on tho 
broad acres of his wide domain will 
not feel the usual thrill of proud pos- 
session: his mind and heart will be 
far in that little fpeck of green in 
the Atlantic where ho first felt his 
heart beat madly and his pulses leap 
wildly at the mere mention of Pat- 
rick's day. Tile Irish peasant as he 
rises from his straw pallet tomorrow 
and casts his eyes on the tiny sham- 
rocks growing about his cottage door 
will forget that the rent is due and 
that he lias no money to pay it, will 
forget that mayhap ills larder is ill- 
stored with food for wife and little 
ones, will forget in a word all his 
troubles In his joy at being once more 
spared to celebrate his country's natal 
day. 

Love of Ireland. 

- And, WOitoo. we the sons and.dfiugh- 
ters'of Irishmen, We who have never 
seen Ireland, strange that tomorrow 
morning We will find our minds and 
thoughts straying away from our ordi- 
nary surroundings and from our ordi- 
nary avocations and speeding away o'er 
continents and seas to that same speck 
of green In the Atlantic and resting 
there with clinging, loving regard. 

Strange, did I say? Nay, not so, 
for In every Irish exile's home scat- 
tered as they are throughout the 
length and breadth of the world his 
children draw in the love of Ireland 
with their mother's milk and thus it 
comes to pass that every Irish exile's 
son remains an Irishman as long as 
ho remains a man. Nor does that 
sentiment in any way interfere with 



the descendants or . Irish immigrants 
being true, loyal and devoted. sonsL'nnd 
daughters of any country -'wherein they 
chance to he born as I hope to brlofly 
show you before 1 close. 

No civilized nutlon, be It ever so 
humble, but has one day set apart 111 
each year for celebration as Us na- 
tional holiday, as a day on which lis 
citizens will leave their office, shops 
and stores and bethink themselves of 
the annals of the past and from such 
consideration of all that is best in the 
national history fortify their pride In 
their nationality and draw Inspiration 
therefrom to In their turn adhere to 
those noble ideals which have consti- 
tuted tho greatness of their race in 
bygone days. And it is because of the 
beneficent result of such celebrations 
on the citizenship of the individual 
that I say it Is well that we citizens 
of this great Dominion should yearly 
foregather and celebrate tin? national 
holiday of our forefathers from what- 
soever race we spring. Far from 
originating lines of cleavage amongst 
us such celebrations if carried out in 
proper spirit will result In the em- 
menl in Canadian citizenship of all 
that is best in the citizenship of the 
chief civilized countries of the world, 
for they are all represented in our 
midst, because those of each race will 
thereby be put on their mettle to show 
by their actions as Canadians that 
they are not unworthy of the glori- 
ous annals of the various countries 
from whence they or their immediate 
progenitors came.

Ireland's Achievements.

The Race as a Whole ' 

Such then are a few types of In- 
dividual Irishmen. But it is not so 
'much the achievements of individuals 
as the characteristics of the Irish race 
us a whole that most deserve attention 
on Erin's national day. Tholr most 
striking trait as a race is undoubtedly i 
the fidelity with which they have clung 
to the message wich Patrick de- 
livered to them. So Interwoven with 
tho warp and woof of Irish life did his 
teachings speedily become that his 
feast day was early selected as "the 
national holiday, and hus so remained 
through the long era of time down to 
our own day. Whether he be an ad- 
herant of the faith that Patrleic taught 
tho Irish or not, no fair-minded man 
can withhold his tribute of admiration 
at the spectacle presented by the fidel- 
ity thereto, when not for years only, 
but for centuries that fidelity not only 
meant an absolute bar to every path 
of worldly advancement, not onlv con- 
demned them and their children 
through long ages to be hewers of 
wood and drawers of water, but made 
them through all that time felons in 
the eye of the law and placed them in 
hourly jeopardy of life and limb. Sure- 
ly a race that has been, as it were, 
tried by lire for so long a time, for 
what they believed to be right, and 
has stood the test without flinching, 
may well claim to bo of the very salt 
earth. And closely associated 
with that allegiance, and springing, in 
grout measure, from it, Is the next 
most marked characteristic, their re- 
spect, for and fidelity to family ties.. 
And when it is considered that every 
founded on the families of 
Its people, It becomes obvious how im- 
mensely valuable to the state is this 
trait of the Irish people, and what a 
vitalizing power they are in the na- 
tional life of any country of which 
they become citizens. 

"Love Honor and Virtue" 

The statistics of Europe prove that 
the Irish women wear in their bosoms 
the white flower of a blameless life, 
and that it is true of Irishmen, that 

"Tho' they love women and golden 
store, 

Sir Knight, they love honor and vir- 
tue more." 

Nor is the proof confined to the bare' 
contents of tables of statistics. A few 
years ago the Irish people were led 
by a great leader, by many acknowl- 
edged to be the greatest parliamentary 
leader of all time, a resolute, deter- 
mined man, whom the mightiest pow- 
ers In England had attempted in vain 
to destroy. At the very zenith of his 
career, when he had just emerged in 
triumph from a life and death strug- 
gle with the mightiest of his foes, the 
Irish people found that their idol had 
feet of clay, found that he had proven 
false to the fundamental principle of 
Irish life. A cruel choice was thus 
forced upon them. To refuse to follow 
him longer meant the abandonment, of 
hopes which his genius had caused to 
rise higher and higher, and which then 
seemed to be on tho eve of final ful- 
filment—hopes which embodied tho 
national aspirations of the great ma- 
jority of the race. On the other hand, 
to reaain him meant the condonation of 
a violation of that principle of Irish 
life which had ever been, and is today, 
Its proudest boast. With scarce a 
moment's hesitation the Irish elected 
to make the sacrifice.

Intellectual Activity 

Another marked characteristic of tho 
Irish I? their intellectual activity. I 
say intellectual activity, and I say It 
advisedly. Join you no longer in the 
over-prevalent jibe and Jeer at the 
expense of the Irish. Pat's mark on 
paper may be a subject of mirth, but 
his mark on our civilization and on 
our battlefields has been of a decided- 
ly intelligent and expressive character. 
Bridget's spelling may he- shaky, her 
grammar faulty, but her intellect Is 
bright, her heart is pure, her con- 
science tender, and blood, not water, 
mantles her cheeks. It may be that 
the Irish have in the past been an ig- 
norant race, and it may. be also that 
the cause of that ignorance was not 
removable by any effort on their part. 
Let those who nre disposed to criticize 
them in this particular turn the ar- 
rows of their criticism upon us, the 
sons and daughters of Irishmen, who 
have the advantages that circum- 
stances denied to our fathers. Wo ask 
for no boon but a fair field and no 
favor, and if we fall let them not spare 
us but in the name of common hu- 
man its- let them respect what Clod 
himself respects, what thinkers idolize 
the unspoiled Unbrutallzed descen- 
dants of a long suffering people. 

I might go on Indefinitely telling 
you of traits in Irish character worthy 
of admiration but I do not Intend to 
weary you. I will consequently but 
briefly call your attention to two more, 
tho love of the Irish for their adopted 
country whatever It may happen to 
lie and their love for Irelnnd. Of the 
love of the Irish for tho country 
that furnishes them with a new h 
but little need bo said. The records of 
every land show that in peace they 
are over in the forefront of all move- 
ments that tend to the advancement 
of such and in war they are always 
to be found on the firing line ready to 
pour out their heart's blood in its 
defence. 

The Immense sums of money year- 
ly transmitted to Ireland, contributed 
as it is in no small measure by poor 
Irish servant girls and poor Irish day 
laborers and coming as it does from 
Canada and the United States, from 
Mexico and South America, from Aus- 
tralia and Now Zealand, in a word 
from the whole world, speaks moro elo- 
quenllv than could any words of mine 
of the' love which the exiled Irish boar 
for the far-off land of their forefath- 
ers. 

Buch then are a few of the achieve- 
ments of Individual Irishmen and such 
are a few of the traits of the Irish 
character. Have wo not good reason, 
then, wo of Irish descent to bo proud 
of tho race from which we spring and 
Is it any wonder that

Three Aldermen Ask For Reduc- 
tion of Tourist Associa- 
tion Grant 



REPORT OF STREET COMMITTEE 



Date of Voting on Loan By-Laws — 
Miscellaneous Business Passed 
Upon by City Council 



The lust struggle over the much- 
debated grant of $7,F>U0 to tho Tourist 
association took place at the meeting 
oC the city council lust evaning, and as 
a result the association was assured 
of receiving the grant. The fight 
while it lasted was a lively one, tho 
principal protagonists behig his wor- 
ship tho mayor and Aid. Hall, who In- 
dulged in quite a sharp encounter. 
Tho efforts of Aid. Hall, so.vmded by 
Aid. Fullerton and Aid. Gleason, to 
get the grant reduced, worn, however, 
fruitless, and when the estimates were 
llnully passed, they contained the un- 
altered sum of 57,500 set apart for tho 
Tourist association. 

It was when the council had gone 
Into committee of the whole to con- 
sider the estimatas for the yoar's ex- 
penditure for the last time that Aid. 
Hall opened the subject of tho Tourist 
association grant. He stated that that 
ma the only item on the approprla 



was doubtful how far tho troublo was 
caused by induction. Induction, ho 
stated, was governed by certain un 
changing laws, while the noise in the 
telephones was a very uncertain quan- 
tity. He recommended that a aeries 
of experiments be conducted as to the 
exact cause of the troublo, and the 
best moans of remedying it, and this 
it was decided to do. 

The offer made by His Grace Arch- 
bishop Orth, to last year's council, of 
a block of land at Ross Bay for 
cemetery purposes was again taken up 
last night. A letter was read from 
His Gruce offering to grant the city 
the use of the lot and to pay $1,000 
towards the cost of clearing, surveying 
and plotting jt, and of constructing 
paths. On the recommendation of the 
cemetery commit teo tho offer was ac- 
cepted. 

J. E. Grey, owner of a large tract 
of land within the city limits, on the 
Cerinr Hill road, which ho wishes to 
subdivide, was present at the meeting 
with his surveyor, .1. H. JlacGregor, 
and submitted to the council plans of 
the proposed subdivision. These were 
accepted on the condition 1 1 ,i Ityan 
street be continued to the east of tho 
old Jewish cemetery, and that other 
minor alterations be made. 

From the secretary of tho board of 
school trustees was received a letter 
calling the attention of the council to 
the extremely insanitary condition of 
the drains in the property to the roar 
of the Victoria "West school. This, it 
was stated, was a menace to tho 
health of tho children. Tho health 
officer was ordered to take' steps, and 
It was furthermore stated that the 
district would shortly be connected 
with the sewerage system. 

Dr. A. T. Dickson, formerly of this 
city but now of Vancouver, wrote 
acknowledging the receipt of a letter 
from tho city clerk as to the bad con- 
dition of a houso belonging to him on 
Yates street. Ho promised to have tho 
matter attended to in the near future. 

L. A. Campbell, for tho trustees of 
tho First Congregational church, wrote 
calling the attention of the council to 
tho fact that for a second time this

knew that his amendment would not 
pass, but he wanted to go on record 
in the minutes as opposing the grant. 
This he would not do savo on the 
strength of the vote In committee. 

The mayor told Aid. Hall that once 
the council had risen from committee 
and reported tho estimates complete, 
it would be out of order for him to 
move in amendment. 

This roused Aid. Hall. "Now what 
right have you to say that?" he de- 
manded, bellicosely. "There's nothing 
in tho rules of order to that effect. 
You just made that up. You want to 
rule according to your own Ideas and 
not according to the rules of order at 
all." 

Tho mayor chortled. "Aid. Hall," 
said he, and there was a dangerous 
ring In his tones, "you forget your- 
self. I, sir, am the chairman of this 
board, and you have no right to insult 
me. I rule as I do because that Is 
the way that it Is set forth in tho 
book." And his worship read a clause 
in support of his decision." 

But Aid. Fullerton, too, hod a copy 
of tho Municipal Clauses act, and did 
some reading on his own account. The 
plot thickened. 

"Are you going to rule that once 
the council has risen from committee 
and reported, it is impossible to intro- 
duce an amendment?" he asked. 

"Yes," said the mayor; but Anally, 
after thinking it over some more, de- 
cided that tho disagreeing aldermen 
could, if they wished, introduce an 
amendment on the one point alone, 
after tho council had risen and re- 
ported, and thus have their names 
handed down to posterity as objecting 
to the grant. 

Accordingly, when the estimates 
were considered in detail In commit- 
tee. Aid. Hall, Aid. Fullerton and Aid. 
Gleason solemnly voted against tho 
Tourist association grant, and again 
when the council had risen from com- 
mittee ami reported, Aid. Fullerton 
moved that the Tourist association 
grant be reduced to $4,000. The mo- 
tion was, of course, lost; but the 
dauntless three hail secured the privi- 
lege of having their names Inscribed 
on the roll of fame, otherwise the min- 
ute book of the city council, and they 
were happy. 

When t ho motion had been duly lost, 
and the estimates had passed unalter- 
ed, Aid. Hall, for the benefit of the 
spectators, explained over again his 
reasons for wishing tho reduction of 
the Tourist association grant, it was 
not that he did not believe in tho 
association, said he. Ho thought that 
it had done -an Immense amount of 
good. What he did object to was that 
tho city should spend so large a sum 
on H, when there were other things, 
the streets, for Instance, or tho elec- 
tric light system (Aid. Hall is chair- 
man of the light committee), which 
needed it so much more. 

The estimates for the year worn 
then duly rend a second and third 
time, and passed in the form of luo 
annual loan bylaw for 1807. 

On motion of Aid. Henderson It was 
decided to sot Thursday, April 4, as 
die dav fn r the voting on the throe 
monoy bylaws, recently passed by the 
council. These bylaws provide for the 
borrowing of $45,000 for the construc- 
tion of tho . incinerator, of $50,000 for 
the completion of the surface drainage 
systom of the city, and of $36,600 for 
the building of a new school at Vic- 
toria West, and tho purchase of a 
playground for the Kingston street 
school— $181,500 in all. 

The question of tho disturbance 
caused to the telephone service by the 
city light wires was dealt with In a 
report from Aid. Hall, the chairman 
of tho light and telephone committee. 
Aid. Hall reported to tho effect that 
the committee could see no advantage 
in taking the wires from the telephone 
polet). If such a thing were done, it 
was pointed out that It would neces- 
sitate the construction of nn entirely 
new polo line, and this, besides being 
a largo item of expense, would not do 
anything 'towards beautifying the city. 

Accompanying the report was it 
letter from Electric Light Foreman 
Hutchison, in which he stated that it 



referred to tho streets, bridges and 
sewers committee. 

The light and telephone committee 
was instructed to deal with a letter 
from W. B. Baker, asking that a tight 
bo placed at the corner of Ladysmlth 
and St. Lawrence streets. 

In regard to tho application recently 
received by tho municipality of Saan- 
ich for the privilege of using the city 
water, AVater Commissioner Raymur 
wrote recommending that residents of 
the neighborhood be granted the same 
privileges as woro last year extended 
to Mr. Mannix, who lives on the shore 
of Elk lake, and who was granted tho 
use of tho water for household pur- 
poses on payment of a monthly sum. 

Tho contract for watering tho city 
streets during tho coming dry season 
was awarded to Haggerty & Co., who 
offered to do the work for 50 cents 
an hour for double teams and a driver, 
and for 40 cents an hour for single 
horses. 

The fire wardens wrote, recommend- 
ing that four new fire alarm boxes be 
purchased for disposal on the newly- 
opened streets of the city. It was de- 
cided to purchase the boxes. 

On tho recommendation of Aid. 
Henderson for tho streets, bridges 
and sewers committee, it was decided 
to build a sidewalk on the north side 
of Superior street, between Douglas 
and Government streets, on the local 
improvement plan. It was decided to 
build a boulevard and gutter, and to 
finish ttie job up In style. Tho matter 
was left over for final passing until 
the coming meeting, In order that an 
attempt might be made to arrange for 
the construction of a similar sidewulk 
on tho south side of tho street, at tire 
sumo time. 

Tho following report was received 
from the streets, bridges and sewers 
commltte: 

1. Ko subdivision of lots 1 and 1A, Bea- 
con Hill park. That tho same ho approv- 
ed on condition Unit If any sidewalk or 
street is deemed necessary in front of said 
property Inside the limits of the park, the 
property owners niiiHt pay not lets than 
two-thirds of cost of siunV, also that the 
extra cost of sewers or water mains in 
front of said property Inside the limits 
of tho park, hi' chargeable against the lots 
bo benefited, and the solicitor prepare 
agreement. 

Re subdivision of Block 1), Section 
4, Victoria district, also subdivision plan 
part of HA, between Lansdowne road and 
Ryan street, Victoria district. That they 
be approved. 

.'!. Mr. J. .1. Shallcross re cement walk 
along iBeacoo Hill park, between Heywood 
avenue and Wallace street. Recommended 
that the same he done .under same condi- 
tions as Ii3 proposed to do the farmer street, 
and under the local Improvement plan. 

•4. He communication from Mr. 1*. If. 
Shcppard regarding drain on Toronto 
street. Recommended that a surface drain 
be laid on north side of Toronto street, be- 
tween Government street and Young street, 
at a cost not to eeeed $80. 

Mr. A. J. Bird re grading Washington 
avenue. Recommended that said street be 
graded and macadamized between Gorge 
road and Burnsido road on the local im- 
provement plan, as requested. 

0. Ite communication of Mr. Percy Crld- 
dle, asking that cement sidewalk be laid 
down on the north side of Superior street. 
Recommended that It be done on the lo- 
cal improvement plan. 

7. ite communication of j. t. Doavlllc, 
asking for a plank sidewalk on Manchester 
street. Recommended tiiat the walk be 
laid on said street from Gorge road to Mr. 
Deavllle's residence at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $00. and that part of the old walk 
on Dunedln street ho utilized hi this work. 

All expenditures contemplated In the 
foregoing to be subject to favorable report 
thereon by the finance commit too. anil ad- 
option of said report by tho council. 

Tho finance committee reported, 
recommending tho payment of weekly 
accounts to the extent of $3,046.88. 
One hundred dollars was also sot aside 
towards the work on tho racetrack at 
tho B. C. A A. park.

One of the 
features of the bill Is the prohibition 
of spring shooting of wild fowl.

NEW COAST LINER 

President On Way To Seattle for Pa- 
cific Coast Company 

The president of the new steamship 
secured by the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company for the Seattle, Victoria 
and San Francisco route, Is expected 
to arrive In Seattle about the latter 
part of May. She is due to arrive at 
San Francisco May 10, and will make 
a trip to Nome before taking the 
southern run. Returning from the 
North she will be placed on the routo 
for which she was intended and will 
make a second trip to Nome before 
the close of the season. Tho President 
was intended to make about fifteen 
knots, but at her trial extending over 
a period of more than two days she 
averaged between 1 G 1-2 and 17 knots. 

The President is a single-sorew ship, 
•JIG feet, 9 inches long; 48 feet beam; 
29 feet 2 1-2 Inches depth of hold. She 
has a double bottom and was con- 
structed under special survey of the 
American Bureau or Shipping for the 
society's highest class A-l for seven- 
teen years. There are accommoda- 
tions for 291 first class passengers. The 
staterooms arc- large, and are ar- 
ranged so that two or three persons 
can be placed in each. The second 
class quarters will accommodate 108 
men and twenty-six women. The ves- 
sel will carry 107 as crew. The view 
accompanying this article shows her 
lines, and is the best that has been 
received in the city since the ship was 
launched. It was taken at Camden, 
X. J. The threo stacks in the back- 
ground arc those of a battleship built 
by the Now York Shipbuilding com- 
pany, builders of the President. 

The Governor, also being built by 
the New York Shipbuilding company, 
Is in many respects a .sister ship of 
the President, although she will com- 
bine many new features that were 
found wanting in the President. She 
will be a twin screw vessel, which is 
an Improvement over the President, 
which is single-screw. The Governor 
Is about ready for launching.

The new city I •was sent to found 
was called Queensborough, but tho 
name was subsequently changed to that 
of Now Westminster, which was given 
to It by her late Mosi Gracious Ma- 
jesty, Queen Vlotorla, and from -which 
circumstance It is generally known as 
"The Royal City." 

Naming of Coal Harbor. 

Having completed the work placed 
In my ohnrgo at Now Westminster I 
proceeded, accompanied with the late 
Mr. Robert Burnaby, to Burrard Inlet, 
to seek for coal and sink some shafts 
near the north end of Bute street. AVo 
were not successful In finding coal but 
as tho surveying sloop of war, H. M. 
S. tho Plumper, commanded by Cap- 
tain Richards, R.N., came into tho 
harbor during the progress of our 
work, Captain Richards gave the namo 
of "Coal Harbor" to the cove .which it 
bears to this day. 

Whilst our men were sinking tho 
above mentioned shafts, I made an ex- 
ploratory trip up the Squamlsh and 
Joackamls Rivers, to see if a more 
favorable 'route for a waggon road or 
railway could be obtained to tho in- 
terior of the country than by tho routes 
previously explored by mo, and shortly 
after my return I pre-empted tho land 
on which the city of Vancouver now 
stands, as I saw tho many and great 
natural advantages It possessed for a 
future large city and I then made up 
my mind to do my utmost to get such 
a city built and T feel very much grati- 
fied and somewhat proud to stand hero 
today In it. 

At the end of the year 1S59 1 re- 
turned to Victoria, where I spent tho 
winter of lS53-fiO, and met Captain 
Palllser, Dr. Hector — now" Sir James 
Hector — and the other members of his 
party. Captain Palllser was of tho 
that It was impossible to ob-

and accordingly sailed from New York 
for Rio Janloro, where I remained for 
a short time and had tho opportunity 
of seeing r good deal of that city, of 
its spacious harbor and of the country 
surrounding it. 

Tho scenery around Rio Janeiro is 
truly magnificent and the tropical 
fruits, llowers and general forest 
growth as well as the birds, Interested 
me very much. I thought but little of 
the city itself and less of Its Inhabi- 
tants, and as the yellow fever was 
prevalent I was glad to leave it and 
proceed on my voyage, passing through 
the bleak, dreary and inhospitable 
straits of Magellan and thence coast- 
ing along tho Chilean shore, our vessel 
stopped at a place named Lota, which 
delayed usj a short time and enabled 
me to visit the City of Conception — a 

small city built a short distance from | portages between 
tho site of the former City of Concep- 
tion, which had been destroyed many 
years beforo my visit by an earth- 
quake. 

Wo net touched at Valparaiso where 

we did not stay long enough for me to 

visit Santiago, and then calling at 

Panama we went on to San Francisco 

where our vessel was seized and all 

tho passengers turned ashore thus los- 
ing their passage money to Victoria. 
First Visit to Victoria, 
After a few days spent- In and 

around San Francisco I took passage 

by, tho steamer Panama for Esquimau. 

We called in at the Columbia .River 

where we had the" opportunity of visit- 
ing historic Astoria, but as we ran 

aground a short distance above that 

town I was unable to see Portland. Wo 

next proceeded by way of Puget Sound 

calling at several villages that have 

since grown into largo towns and 

cities, nnd on tho fourteenth day after 

leaving San Francisco we landed at 

Esquimau, where T once more now 

the glorious old flag of my native 
< country proudly floating over several 

warships which then were anchored In 

the harbor, and I felt as If I had got 

home again. 

I walked from Esquimau to Victoria 

along a muddy road and in passing 

through the Indian village of the 

Songish tribo, which was numerous at 

that time, I went into one of their 

large houses that contained some two 

or three hundred natives. Those houses 

were called "Rancherees" by the 

whites, and I never before imagined 

that such a lot or filthy nnd disgust- 
ing human beings could exist together. 

The principal feature about them that 
engaged my attention was the disfig- 
uring way In which they had their 

heads flattened. Tho native ladies 
wore very immodest, but not being at 
all attractive, rriy visit was a short one. 

Victoria at the end of the year 1S58 
was a small town with muddy streets, 
nnd I managed to get indifferent quar- 
ters In a little wooden hotel named 
"Bailey's Hotel," situated at the north- 
east corner of Yates ami Government 
streets; here J first mixed with the 
rough class of men who formed a part 
of tho army of gold-hunters that made 
the first rush to the goldflelds nf the 
Fraser River. I found them to be an 
openhearterl and interesting communi- 
ty, but their language was very forci- 
ble, 

The following morning I called on 
Governor Douglas nnd nresehted my 
letter of introduction Hint Sir George 
Simpson had given me. I received n 
hearty welcome, and wns at once of- 
fered an appointment in the Govern- 
ment service. I explained to tho Gov- 
ernor that the object 1 had In view was 
to get an overland communication 
through British territory and my wish 
to meet Captain Palllser. He then in- 
formed me that Captain Palllser would 
not reach tin; const for another year, 
and that exploring through the moun- 
tains of British Columbia was a most, 
formidable undertaking more especial- 
ly so as the winter had just set In 
and supplies were very scarce, and In 
fact almost impossible to obtain in the 
interior. I, however, was determined 
to commence my explorations on tho 
mainland, and having courteously de- 
clined to accept the appointment of-

Entered Legislature. 

At the end of the year 1864, tho 
mainland of British Columbia, having 
a short time previously became a sep- 
arate colony from Vancouver Island, 
was to elect five members to the Legis- 
lative Council, which was to meet in 
New Westminster where the seat of 
Government was established under the 
new Governor — Mr. Frederick Seymour 
-as Mr. Douglns' term had expired by 
effluxion of time, and as I saw there 
was a good opportunity of pushing for- 
ward my wishes to get assistanco from 
tho government to enable m e to find 
the remaining portion of the much de- 
sired route, if It existed, for a railway 
through the mountains of British Co- 
lumbia, I resigned my position as nn 
employee of the government and con- 
tested the election for Carihoo West, 
which, after a hot and expensive cam- 
paign, I carried successfully by a large 
majority. 

On arriving at New Westminster at 
Governor Seymour's request, I under- 
took the management of the Bands and 
Works Department and then framed 
the Land Act, and in conjuncctlon with 
tho late Hon. Peter O'Reilly drew up 
the Mining Act. I arranged with the 
Governor for the money to carry out 
the exploratory surveys of the coun- 
try east of the meridian of Kamloops, 
and as soon as the Council ndjourned 
I resigned my seat in it, and the. Gov- 
ernor appointed me Assistant Survey- 
or-General of the Crown Colony of 
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of a railway being bulit through that 
valley at all, even if a practicable way 
could be found by the southeasterly 
branch — the so-called Rogers' Pass. 

Exploring Rogers' Pass. 

In the year 18GG during the time I 
was exploring the valley of the Co- 
lumbia River, I sent one of my party 
Mr. Albert Perry, to explore through 
the valley of the southeast fork of the 
Illecillewaet River and through what is 
now known as Rogers' Pass. His re- 
port to me was very unfavorable, and 
to nry knowledge Mr. Perry was really 
the true discoverer of that pass — a dis- 
covery made about twenty years before 
Mnjor Rogers ever saw the Selkirk 
Mountains. I think that pass should

The Governor requested mo to send 
him a report regarding the feasibility 
of building waggon roads over the 



Fraser River to the Rocky Mountnlns, 
In order to see if Captain Palllser had 
not been mistaken in reporting so very 
unfavorably regarding the building of 
a transcontlnenntal railway exclusively 
through British territory, nnd which 
was of such vital importance for Bri- 
tish Columbia and British interests 
generally. 

Owing to Captain Palllser's unfav- 
orable report Governor Douglas would 
not grant me any assistance and^I -was 
unable to go onjvlth the much desired 
explorations. 

I now turned my attention to tho 



much desired from die time I met 
Captain Palllser in the winter of 1S5H- 
60 and learned his opinion that there 
was not a practtable route for a rail- 
way through the mountains of South- 
ern British Columbia. 

The late Sir Joseph William Trutch, 
who had been appointed by the Im- 
perial Government Chief Commission- 
er of Lands and Works had now re- 
turned to the colony, and as soon as 
possible I handed over the department 
to him and resumed exploratory- work. 

Six weeks after leaving New West- 
minster I reported tho discovery of 
the Eagle Pass through tho gold range 
which had hitherto been considered to 
be an unbroken chain of mountains 
presenting an Impassable barrier for a 
railway; at ihc same lime I also re- 
ported the discovery of the valley of 
the Illecillewaet River, penetrating far 
into the Selkirk range of mountains, 
and that it would probably afford a di- 
rect pasago through that range in the 
desired direction.

In the early part of 1SC2 I reached 
Victoria when I found the late Mr. Al- 
fred Waddlngton. who was strongly 
supported by the people of Victorln, 
advocating and very likely to got tho 
wagon road Into tho Carihoo country 
constructed from the coast via Buto 
Inlet. This project I opposed. Mr. Ous- 
tavlus BHnn Wright was pressing for 
the extension of the Harrlson-Llllooot 
road also into the Cariboo country and 
a Mr. Oroon for a road from the coast 
via Bontluek Arm.

HutcllfTe reports an extraordinary 
case of damage to young fruit trees (in I is 
property hist week by coyotes, Ki.vs tho 
Okanagan. ths found about twenty line 
young trees which had been set out last 
spring, •bitten off clean at a iiolnt nenr 
the graft. All around them were coyote 
tracks In the snow, and nt one place there 
seems to have been a tierce tight, as the 
snow wus trampled do-vn and pieces of 
fur were lying ' about. Vie had heard toy- 
otin howling in the orchard on the pre- 
vious night, and there seems no doubt 
tho damage was done by them. The ani- 
mals that did the mischief seem ti have 
run nlong the rows of trees snapping at 
them as they went by. The damage whb 
done apparently In a kind of frenzy, not 
through hunger, mill the only possible theo- 
ries seem to bo either that rabies Is pre- 
valent among the coyotes, or thnt the 
mating season has begun and In quarreling 
nmong-st themselves over selection of pmt- 
ners, they may have bit at the trees In 
n kind of temporary insnnity. So far as 
Is known, this Is the first case of tho kind 
to occur. i.

Large Plans for Development of Prop- 
erty on MoDawe Creek. 

-.Exceedingly large plans for development 
of an Important mineral 'property In Crs- 
slar will be carried out this spring nniL 
summer. The property is in the Msril 
Division, and Is situated on the Ni/ib Tori; 
uf JdeDnwe Creek, n hundred and eighty 
miles from the head of :ho wtiklne river. 
The values consist of gold, silver, copper 
and zinc. There are sixteen claims hi the 
group, which wna recently purchased by 
Rosenthal, Kura & lllrschl, a Chicago min- 
ing anil financial firm. The development 
plans will require nn outlay of $1,600,000, 
and a part of this work will consist of a 
tunnel throe miles long, piercing the base 
of the mountain. With this tunnel it Is 
estimated that an ore body worth twenty 
million dollars will be exposed.

Now, having come two 
bowshots from the hostile line, they 
halted. All that they could see of Eng- 
lish was tho long hedge, with an occa- 
sional twinkle of steel through its 
leafy branches, and behind that the 
spear-heads of the men-at-arms ris- 
ing from amidst tho brushwood and 
tho vines. A lovely autumn country- 
side with changing many-tinted foli- 
age lay stretched before them, all 
bathed In peaceful sunshine, and noth- 
ing save those flickering fitful gleams 
to toll of the silent and lurking enemy 
who barred their way. But the bold 
spirit of the French cavaliers rose the 
higher to the danger. Tho clamor of 
their war-cries filled tho air, and they 
tossed their pennoned spears over their 
beads in menace and defiance. From 
the English ,llno It was a noble sight 
the gallant, pawing, curveting horses, 
the many-colored twinkling riders, the 
the swoop and wave and toss of plume 
and banner. 

Then a bugle rang forth. With a 
sudden yell every spur struck deep, 
every lance was laid In rest, and the 
gallant squadron Hew like a glittering 
thunderbolt for the center of the Eng- 
lish line. - 

A hundred yards they bad crossed, 
and yet another hundred, but there 
wns no movement in front of them, 
and no sound save their own hoarse 
battle-cries and the thunder of their 
horses. Even swifter and swifter they 
Hew. From behind the hedge it was 
a vision of horses, white, hay and 
black, their necks stretched, their nos- 
trils distended, their bellies to the 
ground, whilst of the rider one could 
but see a shield with a plume-tufted 
visor above it, and a spear-head 
twinkling in front. 

Then of a sudden the Prince raised 
his band and gave a cry. Chandos 
echoed it, It swelled down the line, and 
with one mighty chorus of twanging 
strings and hissing shafts the long- 
pent storm broke at last. 

Alas for the noble steeds! Alas for 
the gallant men! When the lust of 
battle is over who would not grieve 
to see that noble squadron break in- 
to red ruin before the rain of arrows 
beating upon the faces and breasts 
of the horses? The front rank crash- 
ed down, and the others piled them- 
selves upon the top of them, unable 
to check their speed, or to swerve 
aside from tho terrible wall of their 
shattered comrades which had so sud- 
denly sprung up before them. Fifteen 
feet high was that blood-spurting 
mound of screaming, kicking horses 
and writhing, struggling men. Hero 
and there on the Hanks a horseman 
cleared himself and dashed for tho 
hedge, onlv to have bis steed slain un- 
der him and to be hurled from his 
Huddle. Of all the three hundred gal- 
lant riders, not one ever reached that 
fatal hedge. 

But now In a long rolling wave of 
steel the German hatallion roared 
swiftly onward. They opened in the 
center to pass that terrible mound of 
death, and then spurred swiftly in 
upon the archers. They were bravo 
men, well-led, and in their oyen lines 
they could avoid the clubbing together 
Which had been tho ruin of the Van- 
guard; vet they perished singly even 
as tho others bad perished together. 
A few were slain by the arrows. The 
greater number had their horses kill- 
ed under them, and were so shaken 
and shattered by the fall that they 
could not raise their limbs, over- 
weighted with Iron, from tho spot 
where they lay. 

Three men riding together broke 
through the bushes which sheltered 
the leaders of the archers, cut down 
Wlddlngton the Dalesman, spurred on- 
ward through the hedge, dashed over 
the bowmen behind It, and made for 
the Prince. One/ fell with an arrow 
through his head, a second was beaten 
from bis saddle by Chandos, and tho 
third was slain by the Prince's own. 
ban,]. A second band broke through 
near the river, but were cut off by 
Lord Audley and bis squires, so that 
all were slain. A single horseman 
whose steed was mad with pain, an 
arrow In Its eye and a second In its 
nostril, sprang over the hedge and 
clattered through the whole army, dis- 
appearing amid whoops and laughter 
into the woods behind. Bgt none oth- 
ers won as far as the hedge. The 
whole front of the position Was fringed 
with ti Utter of German wounded or 
dead, while the great heap In the cen- 
ter marked the downfall of the gallant 
French three hundred. 

Whilst these two waves of the attack 
had broken In front of the English pos- 
itions leaving this blood-stained wreck- 
age behind them, main divisions had 
halted and made their last prepara- 
tions for their own assault. They had 
n.it vet begun their advance, arid the 
nearest was still half a mile distant, 
when the few survivors from the for- 
lorn hope, their maddened horses 
bristling with arrows, Hew past them 
on either flank. 

At the same moment the English 
archers and men-at-arms dashed 
through the hedge, and dragged all who 
were living out of that tangled heap 
of shattered liorses and men. It was 
a mud wild rush, for in a few minutes 
th- light mast be renewed, and yet 
there was a rich harvest of wealth 
for the lucky mi"' Who could pick a 
wealthy prisoner from amid the crowd. 
The nobler spirits disdained to think 
of ransoms whilst the fight was still 
unsettled; but a swarm ol needy sol- 
dlerl Gascons and English, dragged 
the wounded out by the leg or the arm 
and with daggers at their throats de- 
manded their names, title and means 
He who had made a good prize hurried 
him to the rear where his own ser- 
vants could guard him, while he who 
was disappointed too often drove the 
dagger home and then rushed once 
more Into the tangle In the hope ol 
bettor luck. Clermont, with an arrow 
through the sky-blue Virgin on his 
surcoSt, lay dead within ten paces of 
the hedge. d'Andreghen was dragged 
i, penniless squire from under a 
horse and became bis prisoner. The 
Earl of Salzburg and oi Nassau were 
both found helpless on the ground and 
taken to the rear. Aylward cast his 
thick arms round Count Otto von Lan- 
genbeck, and laid him, helpless from 
a broken leg, behind his bush. Black 
Simon had made prize of Bernard, 
Count of Ventadour, and hurried him 
through the hedge Everywhere there 
was rushing and shouting, brawling j 
and buffeting, while amidst it all a 
swarm Of archers were seeking their 
Shafts, plucking them from the dead, 
and sometimes even from the wound- 
ed. Then there was a sudden cry of 
warning. In a moment every man 
was back In his place once more, and 
the lino of the hedge was clear. 

It was high time; for already tho 
first division of tho French wns closr, 
upon them. If tho charge of the horse- 
men had been terrible from Its rush 
and its lire, this steady advance of a 



huge phalanx of armored footmen 
was even moVe fearsome to the spec- 
tator. They moved very slowly, on - 
account of the weight of thoir armor, 
hut their progress was the more regu- 
lar and inexorable. With elbows touch 
Ing — their shields slung in front, their 
short live-foot spears carried in their 
right hands, and their maces or swords 
ready at their bells, the deep column 
of men-at-arms moved onward. Again 
tho storm of arrows beat upon them 
clinking and thudding on the armor. 
They crouched double behind their 
shields as they met it. Many fell, but 
still the slow tide lapped onward. 
Yelling, they surged up to the hedge, 
and lined It for half a mile, struggling 
hard to pierce it. 

For live minutes the long straining 
ranks raced each other with tierce slab 
of spear on one side and heavy beat 
of ax or mace upon the other. In many 
parts the hedge was pierced or leveled 
to the ground, and the French men-at- 
arms were raging amongst the archers, 
hacking and hewing among the lightly 
armed 'men. For a moment it seemed 
as if the battle was on tho turn. 

But John de Vere, Earl of Oxford, 
cool, wise and crafty in war, saw and 
seized his chance. On the- right Hank a 
marshy meadow skirled the river. So 
soft was if that a hea vily-armed man 
would sink to his knees. At his order 
a spray of light bowmen was thrown 
out from the battle line and forming 
upon the Hunk of the French poured 
their arrows into them. At tho siiine 
moment Chandos, with Audley, Nigel, 
Bartholomew Burghersh, the Captal 
de Buch, and a score of other knights 
sprang upon their horses, and charg- 
ing down the narrow lane rode over 
tho French line in front of them. Once 
through it they spurred to left and 
right, trampling down the dismounted 
ineii-at-arms. 

A fearsome sight wns Pommers that 
clay, his red eyes rolling, his nostrils 
gaping, his tawny mane tossing, and 
his savage teeth gnashing In fury, as 
ho tore and smashed mid ground bo- 
neath his ramping hoofs all that came 
before him. Fearsome too was the 
rider, Ice-cool, alert, concentrated of 
purpose, with heart of lire and mus- 
:?ds of steel. A very angel of battle 
he seemed as he drove his maddened 
horse through the thickest of the press 
but strive as lie would the tall figure 
of his master upon his coal-black 
steed was ever half a length before 
him. 

Already the moment of danger was 
passed. The French lino had given 
back. Those who had pierced tho 
hedge had fallen like brave men amid 
the ranks of their foemon. The di- 
vision of Warwick had hurried up from 
the vineyards to fill the gaps of Salis- 
bury's battle-line. Back rolled the 
shining tide, slowly at first, even as it 
had advanced, but quicker now us tho 
bolder foil and the weaker shredded 
out and shuffled with ungainly speed 
for a place of safety. Again there was 
a rush from behind tho hedge. Again 
there was a reaping of that strungo 
crop of bearded arrows which grow so 
thick upon the ground, and again the 
wounded prisoners were seized and 
dragged in brutal haste to the rear. 
Then the lino was restored, and tho 
English, weary, panting and shaken, 
awaited the next attack. 

But a great good fortune had como 
to them — so great that as they looked 
down tho valley they could scarce 
crodlt their own senses. Behind tho 
division of the Dauphin, -which had 
pressed them so hard, stood a second 
division hardly less numerous, led by 
the Duke or Orleans, The fugitives 
from in front, blood-smeared and bo- 
draggled, blinded with sweat and with 
fear, rushed amidst its ranks in their 
flight, and in a moment, without a 
blow being struck, bad carried them 
off In their wild rout. This vast array, 
so solid and so martial, thawed sud- 
denly away like a snow wreath In tho 
sun. it was gone, and in its place 
thousands of shining dots scattered 
over the whole plain as each man made 
his own way to tho spot where ho 
could find his horse and boar himself 
from the field. For a moment it seem- 
ed that the battle was won, and a 
thunderbolt of Joy pealed up from the 
English line. 

But as the curtain of the Duke's di- 
vision was drawn away it was only to 
disclose stretching far behind it, and 
spanning the valley from side to side, 
the magnificent array of the French 
King, solid, unshaken, and preparing 
Its ranks for the attack. Its number:; 
wore as great as those of the English 
army: It was unscathed by all that 
was past, and it had a valiant mon- 
arch to lead it to the charge. With 
the slow deliberation of the man who 
means to do or to die, its leader mar- 
shaled its ranks for the supremo ef- 
fort of the day. 

Meanwhile during that brief moment 
of exultation when the battle appeared 
to he won, a crowd of hot-headed 
young knights and squires swarmed 
and clamored round the Prince, be- 
seeching that ho would allow them to 
ride forth. 

"Seo this insolent fellow who bears 
three martlets upon a field gules!" 
cried Sir Maurice Berkeley. "Ho 
stands betwixt the two armies as 
though he had no dread of us." 

"I pray you, sir, that I may rldo out 
to him, since lie seems ready to at- 
tempt some small deed, " pleaded Ni- 
gel. 

"Nay, fair sirs, it is an evil thing 
that we should break our line, seeing 
that we still have much to do," said 
tho Prince. "See! he rides away, and 
so tho matter is settled." 

"Nay, fair prince," said the young 
knight who had spoken first. "My 
gray horse, Lebryte, could run him 
down ere he could reach shelter. Never 
slnco I left Severn side havo T seen 
steed so lleet ns mine. Shall I not 
show you?" In an Instant he had 
spurred the charger and was speeding 
across tho plain. 

The Frenchman, John de ITelenncs, a 
sciuii'o of Picardy, had waited with a 
burning heart, his soul sick at tho 
flight of the division in which ho had 
ridden. In the hope of doing some re- 
deeming exploit, or of meeting his own 
death, he had loitered betwixt I lie 
armies, but no movement had como 
from the English lines. Now he bad 
turned his horse's head to join the 
King's army, when the low drumming 
of hoofs sounded behind him, anil he 
turned to find a horseman hard upon 
his heels. Each had drawn his sword, 
and Hie two armies paused to view the 
fight. In the first bout Sir Muuiieo 
Berkeley's lance wns struck from his 
hand, and as he sprank down to recov- 
er it the Frenchman ran him through 
the thigh, dismounted from Ills horse, 
and received his surrender. As the un- 
fortunate Englishman hobbled away 
nt tho side of his captor a roar of 
laughter burst from both armies nt 
tho spectable.
